DUBLIN’S BRIDGES PROBLEM. 
TO THE ENITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Not alone town-planning enthusiasts, 

but ordinary citizens who place some value 

on prudent expenditure, will welcome your 
editorial comment to-day upon the proposal 
to rebuild Butt Bridge, widen Tara street, 
and so, sooner or later, invo:ve the cor- 
struction of a “ bye-pass ” viaduct thr agh 

Trimty College. 

Mr. F. P. Griffith's restrained reflections 
upon the price which we are now payi 
for traffic obstructions, which glimmers ‘of 
intelligent foresight would have prevented, 
should be sufficient to ensure. competent con- 
sideration of the issues at stake, before far- 
reaching decisions are taken. We can only 
hope that public opinion will assert itself to 
that end. 

In one respect Sir John Irwin’s recent 
suggestion was more immediately practicable 
than that favoured by Mr. Griffith. Delay 
in setting up the Advisory Town Planning 
Board for the City and County of Dublin— 
as recommended -by the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission—is prohably inevitable; and time 
presses very hard indeed, so far as the Butt 
Bridge question is concerned. 

Upon the other hand, a small ad-Asc 
expert committee could be appointed by the 
Minister for Local Government to consider 
Dublin bridge problems, and present its re- 
port before the Oireachtas Private Bill Com- 
mittee is compelled (within the next eight 
or ten weeks) to say “‘ yes” or “no” t 
the Port and Docks Board’s Butt Bridge Bill. 

Critics of this proposal may urge that such 
a Committee would require many months to 
survey and report on the bridge problem. 
May I anticipate such an objection by point- 
ing out that’ the Banking Commission re- 
quired less than six weeks fen be precise, 
from the 8th of March to the 16th April, 
1926) , 
problem of national currency ! 

One other point. Your leader writer urges 
that ‘‘ the cutting of a road to carry Amiens 
street through to the river would be com- 
paratively inexpensive.”” The writer of the 
article was evidenaty not aware that the ex- 
tension of Amiens street to the Custom 
House quay is actually part of the scheme 
which has been agreed upon between the 
Port and Docks Board and the City Commia- 
sioners. But the new street is to-end there! 
Could there be any more significent com- 
mentary upon the way in which the whole 
Butt Bridge scheme has been prepared ? 

Not alone, however,’ does the agreed 
scheme include this street extension. It pro- 
vides for several acres of grass-plots and 
tree-walks which—if carried through—will 
occupy the only available central area upon 
which accommodation can be made available 
for motor ‘bus and car “* parking.”’—Yours,

LICENCES FOR TROUT FISHING. 
TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—It is probable that an all-round tax 

of 5s. to fish for trout in the Free State 
would be welcomed by many fishermen, if 
they were sure that the fund was going to be 
applied to the proper purpose of improving 
free waters. The tax would be resented by 
some, and be a burden on others. That ts 
true of all taxes; yet we have to put up with 
them, and could not get on without them. 

That many waters need re-stocking is 
certain, Yet it can. be done only by local 
effort, and then the visitor comes along to 
get the benefit of it free of charge. It is 
true that the visitor pays his footing in other 
ways; but not one penny of his money goes 
to replacing the trout he takes out of the. 
water. 

In New Zealand the trout fisherman pays 
heavily for his sport. Taxes ranging from £1 
to £6 are paid on Government stocked waters. 
There. they have a discriminating tax on 
visitors in certain localities. It is true that 
in New Zealand trout fishing is superior to 
ours in quality, if not in quantity; but the 
Government has made it so, having acted as 
its father and fostered it at great trouble and | 


expense. 
Except for the scourge of pike and whole- 
sale destruction of undersized’ fish, there is 
no reason why our waters should not be as 
ood, or nearly so, as those of. New Zealand. 
e have our great lakes, and ‘a multitude of ' 
lovely rivers, but at present their welfare in 
the matter of trout is left to Kismet. 
If it be true that trout are sold for profit 
by professional fishermen, then a protective 
tax would be only fit and. proper. 
I believe that in the Isle of Man a tax of 
Ss. or 7s. 6d. is charged for trout fishing. 
On the River Dee the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries charges a seasonal tax. of 
for trout fishing, and ‘there are many other 
places in England and Wales where a tax is 
imposed. At present there seems to be no 
Sg trout tax in England, but something 
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And a poor Earl's tax-paid seat! 
No; die, my heart, ere such a shame 
Descends on Robert Burns’ name.

WIRELESS LICENCES.

Six,—In reply to my oe sent to the 
Department of Posts and Telegraphs, Free 
State, I am informed “that by the Wire- 
less ‘Telegraphy Act, 1926, no person shall 
keep or have in his ssion any wireless 
apparatus without a licence of the Minister 
for Posts and Tel hs.” 

It might be advisable for all prospective 
installers of wireless sets to consider this 
before making a decision. 

The proved fact stands that once a licence 
is paid to the Department.the licence must 
be continued rly, even if the wireless set 
is not used, while in possession of the owner. 

The question arises: How is a tired owner 
to dispose of his unused set? Personally, Í 
have been offered the gift of a valve set, buf 
did not accept the responsibility.—-Yours, 
etc., L, PERRIN.

“ NOT AN INFORMER.”’ 
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GUARDS OBSTRUCTED AT BULL 


INSPECTION. 

At Waterford District Court vesterday, 
Benjamin Scholfield, Islandview, Dunmore, 
East. was fined 15s. and £7 odd costs and 
expenses for obstructing Guards who were 
carrying out duties under the Live-Stock 
Breeding Act, 1925. 

The evidence showed that the defendant re- 
fused to give certain particulars regarding a 
shorthorn bull to Guard Wynne, who was 
acting under orders of the Department of 
Agriculture. He denied that the bull in 
question was in his possession, and com- 
plained that the Department had sent him a 
bull which he described as a miserable object, 
and which the Department would not let him 
replace. 

He also said that it was “ money at every 
turn to the Department,’’ and he refused to 
pay £2 5s. for the inspection ordered bv 
them. He refused to tell who owned the bull 
in question, as he “would not become a 
common informer for any department.’’ In a 
bitter letter to the Department of Agriculture 
he said that the country was a curse to 
farmers. and he wished that he was in a 
freer State 

The District Justice (Mr. McCann) advised 
the defendant to be more courteous “ when 
dealing with the Department and to give 
them the information which they sought, 
which was in his own and the country’s in- 
terest. If he had a grievance against the

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NURSES’ PURSUIT OF A 
RUNAWAY PATIENT. 
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DOCTOR SUES GUARDIANS FOR 
OPERATION FEES. 


An interesting case came ltefore Judge 
Linehan, County Court Judge, at Strabane 
Sessions, when Dr. E. C. Thompson, Omagh, 
sued the Castlederg Board of Guardians for 
£5 5s. for services rendered in the District 
Hospital, Castlederg. 

Dr. Thompson, Sabai said that an old 
man, Michael McGrath, came to the Couniy 
Hospital, Omagh, being sent there for an 
vperation for caricer by Dr. Leitch, medical 
officer to the Castlederg Union. He came 
first on October 12th, but the man, who was 
not of ordinary mentality, refused to stav 
for the operation and ran off. He was sent 
at a later date, and again ran off through 
the fields, pursued by nurses. Dr. Leitch 
requisitioned him to Fea the operation on 
November 6th, and he did so in the Castle- 
derg District Hospital. He sent his account 
to the Castlederg Board of Guardians for 
£5 5s. There was a discussion by them to 
the effect that this was a plan between Dr 
Leitch and himself to have the operation in 
Castlederg Hospital in order that he (Dr. 
Thompson) might get a fee. 

The Judge said that there was an absolutely 
unwatrantable and serious allegation against 
Dr. Thompson at the meeting of this Board 
of Guardians, and now the suggestion was 
unreservedly withdrawn by the solicitor for 
the Board of Guardians. e was sorry that 
it was not accompanied by a withdrawal of 
the defence made in this case. He gave 
@ decree for the full amount, with £7 7 
expenses.

He i to show, not only that he 
remains one of the great company of 
Smiths, ‘‘ perhaps the Smith,’’ but to 
crystallize the philosophy which he once 
expressed in other words: ‘‘The great 
Disraeli did not disdain the name of 
adventurer, and I am myself willing to be 
called one in the same sense. Life is an 
adventure.” His biographer, ‘‘ Ephesian,”’ 
denies, however, that on that account he 
must be considered a sheer opportunist 
or political swashbuckler. His political 
career has been consistent, and not un- 
accompanied by notable persona! sacrifices, 
and he “ holds high office with a rare 
sense of responsibility.” His success in 
winning the “glittering prizes’’ of 
politics is not the result of a ‘‘ sensational 
raid on the public life of his country,” 
but of his great mental qualities and, 
above all, of his extraordinary capacity 
for hard work. “I early arrived at the 
conclusion that, since unfortunately one 
had to work, it was, on the whole, worth 
while to work really hard and achieve 
some substantial result.’ 

It is forgotten sometimes that Lord 
Birkenhead was at one time a brilliant 
lecturer in modern history at Oxford and 
Victoria University, Liverpool. He ex- 
celled in his treatment of the Stuart 
period, and still cherishes the project of 
writing, as his magnum opus, a study of 
“- Charles I., the last phase.’’ “ As under- 
graduate, scholar, don, athlete and 
alumnus, no man ever liked Oxford better 
and few have been so well liked there.’’ 
Among his contemporaries at Wadham 
were ©. B. Fry and Sir John Simon. 
The legend that ‘‘ F. E.’’ and the latter 
tossed up to choose which party each 
should join, since no organisation could 
ofier opportunity enough for both, is 
refuted. With C. B. Fry the future Lord 
Chancellor was one of the original 
founders of the Wadham Cat Club, for 
which one qualifies for. membership by 
climbing out of Wadham, through St. 
John’s and Trinity into Balliol and back 
again, without disturbing the Wadham 
porter. 

He did not become Lord Chancellor (the 
youngest but one) and Secretary of State 
without, as ‘‘ Ephesian’’ says, “ break- 
ing heads.” Like a pugilist, he may not 
always have realised the strength of his 
blows. ‘‘ You are offensive, sir!” a judge 
once said to him in court. “ We both 
are,” Smith replied; ‘‘ the difference is 
that I’m trying to be, and you can’t help 
it.” “To see him drive away from a 
meeting between lines of excited spectators. 
some cheering and shouting “' ole 
F. E.,’ and the rest booing, and to hear 
him murmur ‘Goo’ night’ to the one 
section and ‘Creep back under yeur 
stone !’ to the other, is like watching a 
popular stage favourite leaving the scene 
of his histrionic triumphs.”’ It is signi- 
ficant, however, that ‘Lord Birkenhead 
himself claims that no judicial pro- 
nouncement of his ever has been followed 
im a newspaper report by the words 
‘* laughter in court.” It is interesting to 
know that the speeches of the King and 
Mr. Baldwin broadcast after the general 
strike were both written by Lord Birken- 
head, “ who is said to have needed only 
an hour, at the end of a busy day, to 
dictate them.”

OR Sir Henry Lunn “all places that 
the eye of heaven visits ire to the 
wise man ports and happy havens.’” He 
enjoys travelling, even though the journey 
be round the world. He looks forward 
with joy to a night’s sleep in the train; 
he del 
questions with a cheer; and, with the help 
of a dictaphone, records his impressions 
while they are yet fresh in his mind “' for 
the members of his family,’’ and for all 
who are eager to learn how the. world 
wags. Whilst in addressing meetings he 
generally keeps to the subjectsthat he has 
made SA “ie his own—Church Union 
and the League of Nations—his ears are 
open all the while to detect those par- 
ticular problems that are in the air of the 
country through which he may be passing. 

In America the question was Prohibi- 
tion. He heard many testimonies in its 
favour, and many against it; among them 
that statement so strangely illogical to 
British ears, that Prohibition was respon- 
sible for moral corruption among the 
young men and women of the upper 
middle class. The Churches, with the ex- 
ception of the Church of Rome, he found 
in favour of it. ' On the whole,’’ he 
concludes, “' the material advantages are 
in favour of Prohibition.’’ In Canada 
the ruling question was the Union of the 
three Churches, which has issued in the 
United Church of Canada. His judg- 
ment, already published in the Review of 
the Churches, is to the effect that the 
union should have been delayed for a few 
years. In New Zealand the use of the 
totalisator, adopted by the Government, 
has resulted in the steady growth of 
gambling. In 1891 the money invested 
was 16s. per head of the population; in 
1924 it was 120s. In Australia the 
problem that “ oppressed ' him was how 
the British race was to vindicate its 
occupation of that gigantic territory with 
a Population-of two per square mile of the 
whole country, whilst Japan is so 
anxiously looking for room for her vastly 
increasing population. 

These and other matters Sir Henry dis- 
eussed with high Government and Church 
officials, and his conclusions afford food 
for much reflection. In general he seems 
to be conscious that a wave of pleasure- 
seeking materialism is breaking over all 
the world, and the unseen is fighting hard 
against the tyranny of the seen. At least, 
however, men and women are alive to the 
struggle, and in universities, churches and 
rotary clubs are seeking to find the more 
excellent way.

The invention 
for long was credited to the Prince, 
who, as far back as 1654, must 
have learned it during his meeting at 
Brussels, from Yon Siegen, who produced 
the first mezzotint.. Colonel Ludwig von 
Siegen, a German officer, was a native of 
Utrecht, one well versed in the graver’s 
art, who, feeling the need of a method by 
which he could produce greater contrast 
of tone than it was possible to obtain 
with the engraver’s tool, conceived the 
idea of roughing up the surface of the 
copper plate so as to a raise a burr. This 
he did with a small toothed tool. 

The principle of the method is the same 
to-day. The ground is worked across with 
a minutely toothed steel tool called a 
rocker, moved at every possible angle from 
side to side, according to the surface 
desired. The burr thus raised is scraped 
for the various different tones, the copper 


earlier mezzotints show that the burr was 
only raised in some places, the copper 
plate being left untouched when lights 
were required. These earliest examples, 
in consequence, show none of the richness 
of tone and delicate contrasts of those of 
a later period.

At a time when famous painters 
delighted in the portrayal of beautiful 
women mezzotint reached the height of its 
glory. The production by Mr. Charles F, 
Russell of ‘‘ English Mezzotint Portraits 
and their States,’’ from the invention of 
mezzotinting, until the early part of the 
nineteetith century, has greatly enriched

this present age. It would be difficult to 
over-estimate the value of these two 
sumptuous volumes to collectors, for whose 
use it is primarily intended, or: that 
pleasure which cannot fail to be derived 
from it by lovers of the engraver's art. 
A nia we of this sort cannot be 
produced without a vast expenditure 
both of time and money. The expert 
knowledge necessary for such ah under 
taking 1s apparent. Mr. Russell, in a 
short preface, pays a well-deserved tribute 
to Messrs. Alexander and Sons, the 
engravers and printers of the sixty-four 
plates which form this pictorial history 
of mezzotint. 

Von Seigen’s ‘‘ Amelia Elizabeth Land- 
gravine of Hesse,’’ the first mezzotint, is 
the first plate in the volume, described by 
the soldier artist, in a letter dated 1642, 
as being worked in a manner different 
from any Roman form. Plate 2, Prince 
Rupert’s “ Head of: the Executioner ’’. 
(after Ribera) is followed by the earliest 
dated. mezzotint by an English engraver. 
It is Wiltiam Sherwin’s ‘* Charles LI. of 
England,” signed’ Guil Sherwin fecit 
1669. Sherwin had been instructed in the 
art by Prince Rupert himself. The last 
plate, ‘‘Lady Acland and Children.” 
engraved by Cousins from Sir T. 
Lawrence’s picture exhibited in the Koyal 
Academy of 1818, concludes a pictorial 
history designed to represent the evolution 
of the art of mezzotinting, in the arrange- 
ment of which Mr. Russell has had at his 
disposal the contents of many magnificent 
collections. The names of the owners of 
the prints are recorded except in canes 
where they have preferred to remain 
anonymous.

It is, however, worse than useless for pri- 
vate individuals to make specific yh 
for several very obvious reasons, In the first 
place, full and precise data are not available 
to ordinary people about Government services ; 
and, if they were, it would be very dil 
for any element in civil life to make itself 
effective against the solid phalanx of official- 
dom, either in the matter of argument or 
publicity. The latter particularly seems to be 
a sine-gua-non for results to become possible, 
and individual action may be ruled out of the 
question. 

In spite of this, the idea of having a Geddes 
Committee has been definitely rejected, 
it is difficult for ordinary citizens to under- 
stand the reason. 

As to the criterion by which the severity 
of taxation should be judged—I will not say 
by whom—surely the relative position of trade 
competitors in other countries has a most im- 
portant bearing on this matter, and it is com- 
paratively meaningless to take ae a basis the 
supposed demands by society for Govern- 
mental services regardless of this . 

Then, as to the incidence of taxation, it 
seems to suit urban interests to take as the 
major distinction the difference between local 
an central taxation. It would be more accu- 
rate and more relevant to differentiate on the 
basis of land and general taxation, and there 
is an overwhelming case for reform in this 
matter, with rates and rents amounting in 
some cases to £2 per statute acre. Houses 
should not be in the same category as land, 
which is the fountain source of national 
wealth, and no comparison can be justly 
drawn between the two for taxation pur 
poses 

How is it possible to rear cattle or produce 
butter on a competitive basis for export with 
charges of £2 per acre on land! It is not a 
question of local authorities evading respon 
sibility. It is not fair that they should have 
the responsibility of taxing land, even though 
this responsibility is largely nominal It 
should be a national question, based purely 
on economic factors, if the urban interests 
are prepared to give agriculture a fighting 
chance. 

Another factor which must be considered 
in connection with taxation is import tariffs 
on manufactured goods. Here, again, 1t 1s the 
farmer who has to pay, in increased prices 
for all his requirements, compared with what 
he can sell off the land. This means that the 
value of land will fall still. more, but no pro- 
posals have been made to adjust farmers’ 
taxation in any way. It is stated that last 
year the import tariffs produced an increased 
revenue of £1,000,000, most of which must 
have been paid by the farming community. 
What has been done with this money? The 
agricultural community has every claim, not 
only to know, but to stipulate exactly what 
will be done with it.—Yours, etc.,

DUBLIN'S BRIDGES PROBLEM. 
TO THE EPITOR OF TIIK TRISH TIMES. 
Sirk,—Not alone town-planning enthusiasts, 

but ordinary citizens whe place some value 

on prudent expenditure, will welcome your 
editorial comment to-day upon the proposal 
to rebuild Butt Bridge, widen Tara street, 
and so, sooner or later, inva.ve the cor- 
struction of a ‘* bye-pass ” viaduct thr agh 

Trinity College. 

Mr. F. P. Griffith's restrained reflections 
upon the price which we are now payin 
for traffic obstructions, which glimmers o 
intelligent foresight would have prevented, 
should be sufficient to ensure competent con- 
sideration of the issues at stake, before far- 
reaching decisions are taken. We can only 
hope that public opinion will assert itself to 
that end. 

In one respect Sir John Irwin’s recent 
suggestion was more immediately practicable 
than that favoured by Mr. Griffith, Delay 
In setting up the Advisory Town Planning 
Board for the City and County of Dublin— 
as recommended -by the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission—is probably inevitable; and time 
presses very hard indeed, so far as the Butt 
Bridge question is concerned 

Upon the other hand, a small ad-hoc 
expert committee could be appointed by the 
Minister for Local Government to consider 
Dublin bridge problems, and present its re- 
port before the Oireachtas Private Bill Com- 
mittee is compelled (within the next eight 
or ten weeks) to say ‘‘yes”’ or “no” t 
the Port and Docks Board’s Butt Bridge Bill. 

Critics of this proposal may urge that such 
a Committee would require many months to 
survey and report on the bridge problem. 
May I anticipate such an objection by point- 
ing out that the Banking Commission re- 
quired less than six weeks (to be precise, 
from the 8th of March to the 16th April, 
1926), to complete its report upon our whole 
problem of national currency! 

One other point. Your leader writer urges 
that “ the cutting of a road to carry Amiens 
street through to the river would be com- 
paratively inexpensive.” The writer of the 
article was evidently not aware that the ex- 
tension of Amiens street to the Custom 
Ilouse quay is actually part of the scheme 
which has been agreed upon between the 
Port and Docks Board and the City Commis- 
sioners. But the new street is to-end there! 
Could there be any more significent com- 
mentary upon the way in which the whole 
Butt Bridge scheme has been prepared ? 

Not alone, however,’ does the. agreed 
scheme include this street extension. It pro- 
vides for several acres of grass-plots and 
tree-walks which—if carried through—will 
occupy the only available central area upon 
which accommodation can be made available 
for motor ‘bus and car '' parking.’’—Yours,

LICENCES FOR TROUT FISHING. 
TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—It is probable that an all-round tax 

of 5s. to fish for trout in the Free State 
would be welcomed by many fishermen, if 
they were sure that the fund was going to be 
applied to the proper purpose of improving 
free waters. The tax would be resented by 
some, and be a burden on others. That ts 
true of all taxes; yet we have to put up with 
them, and could not get on without them. 

That many waters need re-stocking is 
certain. Yet it can be done only by local 
effort, and then the visitor comes along to 
get the benefit of it free of charge. It is 
true that the visitor pays his footing in other 
ways; but not one penny of his money goes 
to replacing the trout he takes out of the 
water. 

In New Zealand the trout fisherman pays 
heavily for his sport. Taxes ranging from £1 
to £6 are paid on Government stocked waters. 
There they have a discriminating tax on 
visitors in certain localities. It is true that 
in New Zealand trout fishing is superior to 
ours in quality, if not in quantity; but the 
Government has made it so, having acted as 
its father and fostered it at great trouble and 
expense. 

Except for the scourge of pike and whole- 


no reason why our waters should not be as 
good, or nearly so, as those of New Zealand. 
We have our great lakes, and ‘a multitude of 
lovely rivers, ut at present their welfare in 
the matter of trout is left to Kismet. 
If it be true that trout are sold for profit 
by professional fishermen, then a protective 
tax would be only fit and proper. 
I believe that in the Isle of Man a tax of 
5s. or 7s. 6d. is charged for trout fishing. 
On the River Dee the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries charges a seasonal tax of 3s. 
for trout fishing, and there are many other 
places in England and Wales where a tax is 
imposed. At present there seems to be no 
general trout tax in England, but something 
like local option is a recognised fact; yet a 
general tax will come in time. 
I believe ¢hat it would benefit the sport, 
and this country, if our Ministry of Fisheries 
took a fatherly interest in the matter, and 
had power to impose a small tax. But the 
money so collected should be ear-marked, to 
be applied strictly to improving trout fishing. 
For that purpose a national trout farm 
would be a useful beginning, and the best 
advice should be sought for dealing with 
problems such as keeping down’ pike to 
normal numbers, driving away colonies of 
black-headed gulls, which are so destructive 
of mayfiy in the breeding season; depreda- 
tions of cormorants, and so on. 
The alternative is the formation of local 
fishing societies; but at present we do not 
seem to be able to pull together well enough 
for hope of success in. that. direction.

WIRELESS LICENCES.

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“ NOT AN INFORMER.?”’ 
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GUARDS OBSTRUCTED AT BULL 
INSPECTION. 

At Waterford District Court yesterday, 
Benjamin Scholfield, Islandview, Dunmore, 
East. was fined 15s. and £7 odd costs and 
expenses for obstructing Guards who were 
carrying out duties under the  Live-Stock 
Breeding Act, 1925. 

The evidence showed that the defendant re- 
fused to give certain particulars regarding a 
shorthorn bull to Guard Wynne, who was 
acting under orders of the Department of 
Agriculture. He denied that the bull in 
question was in his possession, and com- 
plained that the Department had sent him a 
bull which he described as a miserable object, 
and which the Department would not let him 
replace. 

He also said that it was '' money at every 
turn to the Department,’’ and he refused to 
pay £2 5s. for the inspection ordered bv 
them. He refused to tell who owned the bull 
in question, as he ‘‘would not become a 
common informer for any department.”’ In a 
bitter letter to the Department of Agriculture 
he said that the country was a curse to 
farmers. and he wished that he was in a 
freer State 

The District Justice (Mr. McCann) advised 
the defendant to be more courteous “ when 
dealing with the Department and to give 
them the information which they sought, 
which was in his own and the country’s in- 
terest. If he had a grievance against the 
Department he could air it in another conrt.”’

DOCTOR SUES GUARDIANS TOR 
OPERATION FEES. 


An interesting case came lLefore Judge 
Linehan, Cornty Court Judge, at Strabane 
Sessions, when Dr. E. C. Thompson, Omagh, 
sned the Castlederg Board of Guardians for 
£5 Ss. for services rendered in the District 
Hospital, Castlederg. 

Dr. Thompson, Omagh, said that an old 
man, Michael McGrath, came to the Couniy 
Hospital, Omagh, being sent there for an 
operation for cancer by Dr. Leitch, medical 
officer to the Castlederg Union. He came 
first on October 12th, but the man. who wis 
not of ordinary mentality, refused to stav 
for the operation and ran off. He was sent 
at a later date, and again ran off through 
the fields, pursued by nurses. Dr. Leitch 
requisitioned him to perform the operation on 
November 6th, and he did so in the Castle- 
derg District Hospital. He sent his account 
to the Castlederg Board of Guardians for 
£5 5s. There wes a discussion by them 10 
the effect that this was a plan between Dr 
Leitch and himself to have the operation in 
Castlederg Hospital in order that he (Dr. 
Thompson) might get a fee. 

The Judge said that there was an absolutely 
unwartrantable and serious allegation against 
Dr. Thompson at the meeting of this Board 
of Guardians, and now the suggestion was 
unreservedly withdrawn by the solicitor for 
the Board of Guardians.

Life is an 
adventure.” His biographer, ‘‘ Ephesian,’’ 
denies, however, that on that account he 
must be considered a sheer opportunist 
or political swashbuckler. His political 
career has been consistent, and not un- 
accompanied by notable personal sacrifices, 
and he “ holds high office with a rare 
sense of responsibility.” His success in 
winning the ‘glittering prizes’’ of 
politics is not the result of a ‘‘ sensational 
raid on the public life of his country,” 
but of his great mental qualities and, 
above all, of his extraordinary capacity 
for hard work. “TI early arrived at the 
conclusion that, since unfortunately one 
had to work, it was, on the whole, worth 
while to work really hard and achieve 
some substantial result.’’ 

It is forgotten sometimes that Lord 
Birkenhead was at one time a brilliant 
lecturer in modern history at Oxford and 
Victoria University, Liverpool. He ex- 
celled in his treatment of the Stuart 
period, and still cherishes the project of 
writing, as his magnum opus, a study of 
‘“* Charles I., the last phase.’’ “ As under- 
graduate, scholar, don, athlete and 
alumnus, no man ever liked Oxford better 
and few have been so well liked there.”

Whilst in addressing meetings he 
generally keeps to the subjects'that he has 
made specially his own—Church Union 
and the League of Nations—his ears are 
open all the while to detect those par- 
ticular problems that are in the air of the 
country through which he may be passing. 

In America the question was Prohibi- 
tion. He heard many testimonies in its 
favour, and many against it; among them 
that statement so strangely illogical to 
British ears, that Prohibition was respon- 
sible for moral corruption among the 
young men and women of the upper 
middle class. The Churches, with the ex- 
ception of the Church of Rome, he found 
in favour of it. ‘‘On the whole,’’ he 
concludes, ‘‘ the material advantages are 
in favour of Prohibition.’’ In Canada 
the ruling question was the Union of the 
three Churches, which has issued in the 
United Church of Canada. His judg- 
ment, already published in the Review of 
the Churches, is to the effect that the 
union should have been delayed for a few 
years. In New Zealand the use of the 
totalisator, adopted by the Government, 
has resulted in the steady growth of 
gambling. In 1891 the money invested 
was l6s. per head of the population; in 
1924 it was 120s. In Australia the 
problem that ‘‘ oppressed ' him was how 
the British race was to vindicate its 
occupation of that gigantic territory with 
a population oí two per square mile of the 
whole country, whilst Japan is so 
anxiously looking for room for her vastly 
increasing population.

ENGLISH SPECIMENS AND 
SOME IRISH ARTISTS.

new art of the Mezzo Tinto. The invention 
for long was credited to the Prince, 
who, as far back as 1654, must 
have learned it during his meeting at 
Brussels, from Von Siegen, who produced 
the first mezzotint. Colonel Ludwig von 
Siegen, a German officer, was a native of 
Utrecht, one well versed in the graver’s 
art, who, feeling the need of a method by 
which he could produce greater contrast 
of tone than it was possible to obtain 
with the engraver’s tool, conceived the 
idea of roughing up the surface of the 
copper plate so as to a raise a burr. This 
he did with a small toothed tool. 

The principle of the method is the same 
to-day. The ground is worked across with 
a minutely toothed steel tool called a 
rocker, moved at every possible angle from 
side to side, according to the surface 
desired. The burr thus raised is scraped 
for the various different tones, the copper 


earlier mezzotints show that the burr was 


only raised in some places, the copper 
plate being left untouched when lights 
were required. These earliest examples, 
in consequence, show none of the richness 
of tone and delicate contrasts of those of 
a later period. 

Towards the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century many Continental en- 
gravers were working in England. To one 
of these, Abraham Blooteling, who con- 
tributed much to the development of the 
art, is attributed the invention of the

At a time when famous painters 
delighted in the portrayal of beautiful 
women mezzotint reached the height of its 
glory. ‘The production by Mr. Charles EF. 


Russell of “ English Mezzotint Portraits 
and their States,” from the invention ot 
mezzotinting, until the early part of the 


nineteenth century, has greatly enriched | 


this present age. It would be difficult to! 
over-estimate the value of these two 
sumptuous volumes to collectors, for whose | 
use it is primarily intended, or: that 
pleasure which cannot fail to be derived 
from it by lovers of the engraver’s art. 
A publication of this sort cannot be 
produced without a vast expenditure 
both of time and money. The expert 
knowledge necessary for such an under- 
taking 1s apparent. Mr. Russell, in a 
short preface, pays a well-deserved tribute 
to Messrs. Alexander and Sons, the 
engravers and printers of the sixty-four 
plates which form this pictorial history 
of mezzotint. 

Von Seigen’s ‘‘ Amelia Elizabeth Land- 
gravine of Hesse,’’ the first mezzotint, is 
the first plate in the volume, described by 
the soldier artist, in a letter dated 1642, 


as being worked in a. manner different 
from any Roman form. Plate 2, Prince 
Rupert’s ‘‘ Head of the Executioner ”' 
(after Ribera) is followed by the earliest 
dated mezzotint by an English engraver. 
It is William Sherwin’s “' Charles II. of 
England,” signed Guil Sherwin /ecit 
1669. Sherwin had been instructed im the 
art by Prince Rupert himself. The last 
plate, ‘‘Lady Acland and Children ' 
engraved by Cousins from Sir T. 
Lawrence’s picture exhibited in the Royal 
Academy of 1818, concludes a pictorial] 
history designed to represent the evolution 
of the art of mezzotinting, in the arrange- 
ment of which Mr. Russell has had at his 
disposal the contents of many magnificent 
collections. The names of the owners of 
the prints are recorded except in cases 
where they have preferred to remain 
anonymous. 

The letterpress which, although confined 
to seventeen pages, covers the whole period 
from the invention of the art to the evil

In a gathering of learned men and fair 
women, such as Mr. Russell has succeeded 
in bringing together, there are, as usual, 
some Irishmen.

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CHIMNEY BLOWN OVER. 

The most serious damage to property wes 
caused at the Orthopedic Hospital in Upper 
Merrion street, where a large chimney fell, 
and the Matron, one of the Sisters and some of 
the maids. narrowly escaped inijury. Shortly 
Lefore nine o'clock a large fourteen-foot 
chimney was blown over, and fell through 
the roof into two of the bedrooms. which 
had only been vacated a short time previousiv 
by the cook and a maid. ‘The débris almost 
filled both rooms and blocked a short 
stairway leading to landing below, on which 
are rooms in which were the Matron and 
Sister Green. | 

They were alarmed on hearing the crash 
of falling masonry outside, and when Sister 
(Green opened her door she discovered that 
there was no exit from either room, as the 
débris was piled to a height of six feet 
con. the Jandjng. The windows of the rooms 
face Goverrfment Buildings, and Sister Green 
called for assistance from soldiers and police- 
men who. were on duty there. Volunteeis

Hoardings were blown down in many parts 
of the city, and considerable damage was done 
to trees in Pheenix Park. Between a dozen 
and two dozen full grown trees were either 
uprooted or broken. i 

In Lord Iveagh’s demesne at Farmleigh, 
Castleknock, many elms and beeches were up 
rooted, and the road which runs by its side 
was blocked for several hours by a huge tree 
which fell across it. 

At times the force of the wind was so great 
that people were driven before it. There 
were several instances of this on the quays, 
and one woman, who was blown off the foot- 
path, was carried in front of a lorry by which 
she was knocked down, and her feg was 
broken. 

Sir George Roche, the well-known solicitor 
of Merrion square, was knocked down by the 
wind while on his way home and had one of 
his arms injured. 

AT DUBLIN CASTLE. | 

A large portion of the roof of the building 
in the Upper Castle Yard which houses the 
Supreme Court and the Probate Offices, was 
stripped clean of slates by the gale. For 
some hours in the morning slates were 
falling every few minutes into the Upper 
Castle Yerd, and several persons, including 
members of the Bench and Bar on their way 
to the Courts, had narrow escapes. Mr. 
Hugh Kennedy, K.C., the Chief Justice. had 
just alighted from a motor car when a flying 
slate struck the ground beside him. Many

strange fact was that the wind blew from the 
prevailing wind point, and the timber in the 
South County is rather inured to blasts from 
that direction. Telegraph and telephone 
wires were broken by the storm, and unpro- 
tected hay ricks suffered much, the hay in 
some cases being blown hundreds of yards 
away.

The electors’ lists for every county and 
county borough in the Irish Free State 
will be published to-day. These lists com- 
prise three documents as follows ;— 

List A—The register now in force ; 

List B—Persons newly qualified since 
that register came into force, and 

List C—Persons whose names appear on 
the register, but who are no longer 
qualified. 

The lists can be inspected at post offices, 
Civic Guard stations, and at the office of 
the registration officer.

A person who does not take 
this small trouble, and who finds later 
that he has no vote, may blame himself and 
not the registration authorities. 


THE DAIL FRANCHISE. 

Every person, without distinction of sex, 
who is a citizen of Saorstat Eireann, who has 
attained the age of 21 years, and is not 
subject to any legal incapacity, is entitled 
to - registered once in one, but not more 
than one, constituency in Saorstat Éireann. 
The constituency may be— 

(a} A constituency in which he vr she 1s 
ordinarily resident on the qualifying date; or 

(b) The constituency in which he or she 
occupies on the qualifying date business 
premises as detined above ; 

(c) The University constituency in which 
he or she has received the requisite ng 

As a person may, however, only he re- 
gistered once in not more than one con- 
stituency as a Dail elector, a graduate who 
is on the University register will not be 
registered in the county register.

Trade depression was cOmmon to all Euro- 
pean nations at present, but few of them at 
the same time could show economic advances 
similar to those made by the Free State 
since its inauguration. 

It was the practical efforts to counter the 
general economic depression that gave the 
First among 
those efforts was the hydro-electric develop- 
ment of the Shannon, which would facilitate 
the opening up and development of urban 
business, as well as __enablin farmers to 
utilise the latest forms of machinery at the 
lowest possible cost and in the most. con- 
venient way. 

As a further effort to counter economic de- 
pression there was the imposition of tariffs. 
Whatever might be said ‘for or © against 
doctrinaire policies of Protection or Free 
Trade, it had to be conceded that upwards 
of seventy factories had been opened in the 
Free State since the initiation of the Govern- 
ment’s policy of selective protection. 

Referring tc the success of the Carlow beet 
factory, Mr. Hughes said that it could he 
judged from the fact that( while 5,000 acres 
were originally stipulated for, more than 
9,000 acres had been put under beet, and the 
crop was of a better quality than that 
reached in England since the establishment of 
the first factory there in 1912. 

Dealing with the Government 's efforts to 
effect the ‘‘stabilisation of the farmer upon 
his land,’"’ Mr. Hughes asserted that the 
various measures introduced by the Ministry 
of Agriculture would eventually enable the 
onergetic farmer to oust the Danes, the 
Dutch and other rivals from his market. since 
the Irish farmer, “was just as capable of 
availing himself. of modern methods of 
machinery and organisation as any farmer in 
the world. '

Free State Agriculture. 


Yesterday Dr. H. Kennedy, Secretary of 
the Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, 
declared that the Irish [Free State 
Government had struck deeply at the root 
of the economic problem by the adontion 
of the agricultural policy which was out- 
lined in Dáil Eireann on last Wednesday. 
That policy postulates a land of small- 
holders engaged in intensive cultivation of 
the soil. The patrician Ireland of the 
eighteenth century and earlier times has 
gone for ever. In the Free State we never 
shall see great concentrations of feudal 
or industrial wealth. Lands poor in 
minerals and lacking great populations 
never can expect to blossom in millionaires 
or pave their. with 
Connaught never will be a California nor 
Cork a Chicago. Nevertheless, we hope to 
see the Free State as happy 
frugally prosperous as New Zealand or 
in

Denmark, lands which resemble her 
population and in resources. In 
Zealand no mighty fortunes are made, as 
in lands where a film actor may popularise 
a new angle in his headgear and a manu- 
facturer secure orders from the gilded 
youth of a continent. If there is no Fifth 
avenue, there also is no sky-polluting 
Pittsburg and no Gloucester street. . No 
one gets rich quickly or without per- 
severing toil in those pastoral islands. 
Nevertheless, there is work ever available 
to the industrious, and undeserved distress 
is unknown.

We envisage 
intensive agriculture, sup- 
are pure ef smoke and whose cities are 
free from slums. We expecf no mass pro- 
duction of industrial goods; but we hope 
to see industries related to agriculture 
keeping rural factories busy. Art and 
handicrafts, we think, may furnish the 
Free State with admired exports, and a 
intellectual life preserve 
Dublin as one of Europe's nobler capitals. 

If this outline of the Free State's future 
be proper to her resources, the whole 
policy of the Free State Government 
ought to be bent towards its realisation. 
In the schools the children should be 
équipped for a life in harmony, not with 
conditions that have gone for ever, or that 


virile may 


never existed within our shores, but with 
a true rural economy. Every Ministry of 
State, in its own fashion, should subserve 
the same ideal. If the statement of policy 
made by Mr. P. J. Hogan, Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture, on Wednesday, re- 
presents the mind of the whole Govern- 
ment, there is high promise for the rural 
bias which we advocate. He said that his 
aim, in guiding the Free State’s agricul- 
ture, was to foster the system known as 
mixed farming. To this end it has been 
decided to assist the establishment of co- 
operative creameries throughout the 
country. Jarmers will be required to hold 
shares in the creameries to which they sell 
their milk, and the creameries will be 
obliged to export their butter through the 
joint marketing board. The result will be 
that farmers who fail to come into line 
with the progressive policy of the State 
will be left to their own devices. The 
State will provide opportunity for partner- 
ship in a scientific approach to the 
markets; and it will do nothing for the 
shiftless and invincibly backward. 

The establishment of creameries ought 
to apply a stimulus to every phase of the 
farming industry. Wherever a creamery 
arises, more cows will be kept. Farmers 
who increase their live stock—assisted 
thereto by the system of agricultural 
eredit propounded in the Banking Commis- 
sion’s report—will require also to grow 
larger areas of feeding stuffs, and to that 
end will employ more labour. The larger 
volume of separated milk standing in their 
dairies will feed more calves and pigs, and 
the better class of calves thus reared will 
mean finer store cattle for the market. 
These are Mr. Hogan’s hopes, and the 
hopes of all who wish well for the farmers 
of the Free State. Development in this 
fashion will demand and will stimulate a 
larger range of knowledge and skill. We 
believe that there lives sufficient enter- 
prise in the countryside to ensure response 


to the Government's leal. The proposal 


for joint marketing needed but to be laid 
before the creanmieries to be adopted 
con a@more, and our agricultural corre- 
spondent tells us to-day that already 
applications have poured in for the 
establishment of the new creameries. 
If this spirit of ‘ readiness persists, 
Irish farming will be redeemed. We 
agree with Mr. Hector Hughes, who 
said at a Cumann na nGaedheal meeting 
in Dublin last night, that Irish farmers 
are as adaptable as the farmers of any 
land to the use of machinery and elec- 


tricity. Intensive cultivation, if it can be 


achieved, will render the power and light 
supplies provided by the Shannon scheme 
useful and economic. Perhaps, many 
years must pass before the Free State 


countryside is studded with prosperous 


homesteads and electrically lit. Towards 
that ultimate aim, however, Free State 
policy should persevere, never tempted

The French Franc. 


The marked success which has rewarded 
M. Poincaré’s efforts to raise the value of 
the French franc is having some curious 
results. Last summer the franc was in a 
parlous state. Successive measures of 
currency inflation had sent it plunging 
downwards, and at one time there seemed 
to be little hope of its escape from the 
earlier experiences of the German mark. 
M. Poincaré, however, with characteristic 
courage, determined to tackle the problem 
of French finance, and proceeded imme- 
to take towards the 
improvement of the franc. The measure 
of been 
ing. Last July the franc touched 
250 to the pound sterling; to-day 
the rate is in the neighbourhood of 122. 
This is deflation with a vengeance, and 
France is beginning to feel the pinch. 
While the period of inflation was in full 
swing unemployment was unknown in the 
Republic. Industry flourished as it never 
had flourished before. The export trade 
developed at a remarkable rate; and, as 
is largely a self-supporting 
country so far as the necessaries of life 
are concerned, her inability to purchase 
foreign goods did not cause her people 
inconvenience. As soon as the 
Government’s policy of drastic deflation 
started, however, a different tale began to 
be told. Prices fell, but wages fell more 
quickly. Foreign orders slackened as the

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The Storm. 


The great gale which has swept over 
these islands during the last forty-eight 
hours has reached an intensity which, 
fortunately, is rare in this part of the 
world. In some parts of the British Isles 
the wind attained a velocity of almost 
a hundred miles per hour, and consider- 
able damage has been done throughout 
Great Britain and Ireland. In Glasgow 
there was a terrible toll of life andAimb. 
Twelve persons were killed and more than a 
hundred injured ; while from various other 
populous centres a number of minor 
casualties is reported. At sea the storm 
assumed the force of a hurricane. Many 
smal] ships were forced to run for shelter 
to the nearest ports, while even the larger 
craft suffered damage in tempestuous seas, 
In Dublin little serious damage was done; 
but on Thursday night and yesterday 
morning sad havoc was wrought among 
the city’s window panes, with the result 
that the glaziers will be kept busy for 
some days to come. There is something 
fascinating about a great storm. The fury 
of elemental forces has an exhilarating, 
as well as a chastening, effect on the 
human mind, and there are few who are 
not braced by the ‘glorious spectacle of a 
sea in anger hurling itself against the stolid

clifís that guard our shores. In contem- 
plation of his own insignificance man 
glories in the immensity of creation, for- 
getting the petty woes of life in the 
presence of a cosmic power. Yesterday's 
storm was the most serious of its kind 
that has visited Ireland for some years;

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Bolshevist Buddhism. 


It. is reported that a convention of 
Buddhist priests is being held in Moscow 
for the purpose of bringing Buddhism into 
line with Bolshevism. As a _Bolshevist 
parody of the Russian Orthodox Church 
was brought into being, so it is hoped to 
compose a modern version of Buddhism 
and to send forth exponénts thereof for 
the conversion of the 500,000,000 souls who 
travel upon the way to Nirvana. The 
creed of Gautama, like the creed of Lenin, 
acknowledged no God; but what else had 
the two in common? Gautama taught his 
disciples to desire and to pursue escape 
from the tangible world. Lenin taught his 
followers to seek their only happiness 
therein. The Buddhist dreads activity, 
and talks of a hundred separate hells in 
any of which the lover of material things 
is likely to be re-born. Could a livelier 
image of those hells be conceived than the 
noisy mass production factories in which 
the Bolshevik desires to occupy his people? 
The image of some busy Commissar turn- 
ing from his labour statistics and his cal- 
culating machines to meditate, cross-legged, 
upon beatitude, is not more inconsequent 
than the idea of the reformed monks, in- 
toning with responses chapters from “ Das 
Kapital,’’ while incense smokes up to the 
enthroned effigy of Gautama, rapt im con- 
templation of the ultimate silence. 


TIDES AND TIDAL 
POWER. 
on —--+—--} -—-- 
MONG the ancient Greek and Roman 
A writers the ebb and flow of the sea did 
not receive much attention. It was a 
ó AN to people 


subject that scarcely 
living on the shores of the almost tideless 
Mediterranean. For a similar reason, no 
doubt, there appears to be no relerence In 
Biblical literature to the tides. According to 
a grotesque theory held by the Chinese, the 
earth was regarded as an animal, the water 
was its blood, and the tides were the beating 
of its pulse. The first writer who devoted 
serious attention to the subject appears to 
have been Posidonius, a distinguished Greek 
philosopher and traveller of the first century 
B.c., who ascribed the regular movements of 
the sea to the influence of the moon. 

During the centuries following Pliny, who 
dealt intelligently with the tides in his 
“ Natural History,’’ there was little progress in 
tidal knowledge. The nature of the action 
of th6 sun and moon on the sea was. not 
understood. An Arabic writer of the 
thirteenth century explains the flow and ebb 
of the sea as caused by the expanding force 
of the sun’s heating rays on the water, the 
moon producing a similar effect. The problem 
of the tides was still of perplexing difficulty 
to men’s minds some centuries later, 1f one 
may judge from the writer, Bernhardus 
Varenius, who, in his “ Geography, 1650, sets 
forth the various solutions that. were offered, 
according to which some regarded the earth 
as an animal, whose respiration caused the 
ebb and flow of the sea; others explained the 
phenomenon as occasioned by a terrible whirl- 
wind near Norway, which absorbed the waters 
of the sea for six hours and then for six 
hours disgorged them. 

Some philosophers, as Scaliger, accounted 
for the tides by supposing that the waters of 
the ocean in their mation meeting the op- 
posing shores, and especially those of America. 
were thereby obstructed and ‘‘ reverberated,”’ 
while many others attributed the rise and 
fall of the sea to the sympathy or some 
occult quality of the moon which attracted 
moist bodies. Kepler explained the tides as 
due to a magnetic attraction of the sun and 
moon, and was in consequence ridiculed for 
believing in such occult influences by Galileo, 
who regarded the oscillations of the sea as 
the result of inequalities in the velocity of 
various parts of the earth owing to its rota- 
tion. 

The publication of the ‘ Principia’’ in 1787 
pecs the theory of the tides on a firm basis, 

Yewton showing how they arose as a natural 
consequence of the law of gravitation. New- 
ton determined the gravitating forces of the 
sun and moon, but did not satisfactorily 
account for the lag of the tides, amounting 
to about one and a half days, behind these 
forces. About fifty years later the Academy 
of Sciences of Paris made the tides the sub- 
ject for a prize, which, with remarkable im- 
partiality, it divided among four competitors 
—Vis., Daniel Bernoulli, Maclaurin, Euler and 
Cavalleri, a Jesuit. The first three, who are 
well known as mathematicians, based their 
essays on the equilibrium theory as given 
by Newton, and Cavalleri based his on 
Descartes’s theorv of vortices. In 1774 Laplace’ 
took up the subject, treating it from the 
viewpoint of Dynamics in his ‘‘ Méchanique 
Céleste,”’ a work ranking second only to the 
“ Principia,”’ and since then other mathema- 
ticians have contributed to developing the 
theory of the tides, the most distinguished 
of whom are Airey, Kelvin and G. 
Darwin. 

There is a seemingly inexhaustible store ot 
energy in the tides, and proposals have been 
put forward from time to time for the 
utilisation of tidal power, Small beginnings 
have been made in this direction, and the 
tide has been made to do work, but cn a 
limited scale, and in no way commensurate 
with the vast possibilities conceived. 

Various schemes have been proposed for the 
utilisation of tidal energy. One is the float 
system, by which the rise and fall of great 
hulks on the tide would be made to do work 
by a suitahle arrangement of levers. But 
the result is not so great as might appear. 
A hulk weighing 10,000 tons, in its rise 
and fall on a tide having a range of twenty 
feet, would give a theoretical result of only 
thirty-two horse-power, which in practice 
would be much less. A second system, which 
consists in fitting anchored rafts with paddle 


wheels, to be turned by the tide as it flows} 


and ebbs, is not much more satisfactory. <A 
more feasible way of making use of tidal 
energy and on an immensely greater scale 
is the ‘‘ basin system,” whereby the tide at 
high water is entrapped in an enclosed area 
or basin, and a head of water thus obtained. 

A square mile of water, with a rise, jor 
fall, of ten feet in six and a quarter hours, 
would equal about 7,200 horse-power, and 
with a range of twenty feet the power 
would be four times as great. On the west 
coast of England the tide has a range of 
about thirty-three feet, but this is exceeded 
in other places. The highest tide in the 
world occurs in the Bay of Fundy, at the 
head of which the tidal range exceeds fifty 
feet, though at the mouth it is much less. 
Now the area of the bay has been ‘estimated 
at 6,000 square miles, and the mean height 
of its tide at twenty-two feet, so this fall of 
water would be equivalent to more than 
200,000,000 horse-power. This, however, is 
the theoretical equivalent, and in practice 
would be probably several times less, owing 
chiefly to the intermittent character of the 
work and irregularities from spring and neap 
tides. Notwithstanding such disadvantages, 
the power available would still be enormous : 
and when the world’s supplies of coal and oil 
have become exhausted there will apparently 
be an unlimited reserve of energy in the tides 
to fall back upon

THE WAY OF 


HOW THE STICKLEBACK 
MAKES LOVE. 

A lecture on “ The Wonders of Fish Life” 
was given yesterday by Mr. W. Hunter, 
F.G.8., in the Members’ Room of the Royal 
Dublin Society, Ballsbridge. With the aid 
of lantern slides the lecturer gave accounts 
of the life, appearance, and habits of 
numerous kinds of fish. Nothing, he said, 
holds more romance and mystery than the 
fish world, but research work in this direction 
is very difficult. To observe fish in their 
natural environment means having many 
obstacles to contend with, The kingdom of 
the water is vastly greater than that of the 
land, and contains a greater variety of species 
to consider. 

Nest-building and nest-repairing were illus- 
trated and explained. During the Great War, 
the lecturer said, a verv practical 
made of the fact that mosquito larvew and 
minnows have always been foes. ‘The 
American Army in one district attended to 
and fed minnows and kept pools in order for 
them, so that their destructive work on mos- 
quitoes helped to combat malarial fever. 

Nothing in fish life is stable; a picture was 
shown of a fish that is on its way towards 
becoming a land animal. It shows an extra- 
ordinary development of the pectoral fins, and 
is able to breathe oxygen. Pictures of the 
stickleback, taken under water, were 
shown. They had cost much trouble 
and time, as. the stickleback objects 
very strongly to having his photograph 
taken, especially at nesting-time, and is 
gs ready to attack the camera or anything 
that intrudes on him. While the stickleback 
is building his nest, his appearance under- 
goes a change, and by the time the nest is 
ready he has assumed a gav green and red 
courting costume, in which he sets forth to 
bring home a companion to share his new 
home with him. The fish, Mr. Hunter said, 
i» generally believed to be colour-blind, but 
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this colouration of the stickleback seems to 


show that this is not always the case. When 
the eggs are laid in the new nest the male 
parent takes un his position near the nest, 
to guard them-—4a very necessary precaution, 
as all fish are cannibals, and an unprotected 
nest would present a tempting prey to any 
marauding fish. 

Great research work is being done m 
regard to our food fishes. Men co out with 
the trawlers, catch and mark many fish, note 
their weight, and release them again. <A 
reward is given to trawlers who catch any 
of these marked fish and return them to the 
research workers, who cau then ascertain the 
difference in weight, and in this way it has 
been learned that there are certain places 
in the sea where fish grow much more quickly 
than in others.

HOLYHEAD, Friday. 

Not for many years has a gale of such 
severity been experienced in the Irish 
Channel as that which raged through last 
night and to-day. The velocity of the 
wind was between 80 and 90 mile an 
hour. Considerable damage was done on 
land, chimneys being blown down and 
slates lifted bodily from the roofs of 
houses. 

Cross-Channel vessels experienced a 
trying time, among them being the Lon- 
don, Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
pany’s steamer Curraghmore (Captain Ivor 
Roberts), which arrived here from 
Greenore three-quarters of an hour behind 
her scheduled time. She encountered a 
south-westerly gale, accompanied by heavy 
seas. All went well until she was about 
eight miles off Skerries, when she shipped 
a tremendous sea on her starboard side. 


102 MILES AN HOUR! 


Official intimation from the Coats’ 
Observatory, Paisley, shows thet the 
most severe gust took place at 3.10 p.m., 
when the wind obtained a velocity of 
95 miles per hour. This created a ¢tcord 
for the Observatory, although several 
other gusts approached to the maximum 
figure. 

The wind gauge at Dunfanaghy Road 
Railway Station, County Donegal, regis- 
tered a velocity of 97 miles an hour. 

At Renfrew (on the South bank of the 
Clyde) a maximum gust of 102 miles 
an hour occurred. 


The rails and stanchions were smashed, 
the ports battered in, and there 
damage to the ventilators, etc. 


SEAMAN INJURED. 

One of the seamen, named John Boach 
Jones, was struck by splintered glass in 
the smoke-foom, and sustained some in- 
juries to his face. His right hand also 
was badly injured. Captain Ivor Roberts 
deemed it prudent to send out an 8.0.8. 
requesting that medical aid should be at 
the man’s disposal immediately upon the 
arrival of the ship. Dr. Fox Russell was 
informed, and he awaited the arrival of 
the s@pamer. After dressing the man’s 
injuries, Jones was conveyed home on a 
stretcher. 

The steamer carried a large quantity of 
cargo, but no passengers. 


INJURED MAN'S STORY. 

When I saw Seaman Jones at his resi- 
dence later in the day he was in bed, and 
he supplied me with a vivid account of 
what had occurred. 

“1 have been going to sea for more 
than twenty years,” he said, “ and have 
often been in rough seas, but never have 
I known what was sea-sickness until this 
time. I can assue you I am not 
anxious to go through the same again. 
Just before I received my _ injuries 

“I had been by the wheel. - I went to 
the smokeroom, where four or five other 
members of the crew were. All at once 
we felt the steamer being struck by a 
heavy sea, which burst through the port- 
holes and scattered broken glass in all 
directions, I was struck on the side of 
the face and on my right hand with great 
force by pieces of the glass. Some of the 
other men were also struck, but they 
escaped with slight cuts. The water was 
pouring in, and I made out along the 
deck to the saloon. I was bleeding a 
great deal, and, as I was afterwards told, 
two arteries had been severed. After I 
had been struck I hardly knew where I 
was or what I was doing, but I managed 
somehow to get to the saloon. It was an 
experience that I am not likely to forget.” 


THE SEAWORTHY SCOTIA. 

The Irish mail steamer Scotia (Captain 
8. D. Prichard), from Kingstown, was 
half an hour late in arriving to-day, and 
reported having experienced a rough 
crossing. The passengers were unanimous 
in their praise of the seaworthiness of the 
vessel. No damage was reported.

VESSELS RUN FOR SHELTER. 

The south-west wind attained a velocity 
of sixty miles an hour along the South 
Dublin coast. The passage across- 
Channel was extremely rough. The mail 
boat from Holyhead was met by heavy 
seas on her beam. The captain ran his 
vessel at a moderate speed for the sake 
of his passengers, who would otherwise 
have had to put up with a 
buffeting. She arrived at 7 a.m. :

THE SCOTIA’S RETURN. 

The mai] steamer Scotia arrived at 
Kingstown yesterday evening at 6.5, 
or about 45 minutes after schedule time. 
On the outward journey to Holyhead 
yesterday morning she had a very rough 
passage and was swept by heavy seas. She 
did not leave Holyhead on the return 
voyage until 20 minutes after the usual 
sailing time, so that only 25 minutes was 
lost on the trip, notwithstanding the head 
wind. 

The Norwegian steamer Balder, which 
was bound to Drogheda, was unable to 
make that port yesterday, and sought 
shelter in Kingstown. Harbour. A small 
sailing boat foundered at her moorings in 
the inner harbour.

From BEUTEn's ConresPonvent. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The Governor’s report at the annual 
maeeting of the shareholders of the Banque 
de France is always an instructive 
document, but this year it acquires special] 
importance owing to the predominance of 
the financial problem in this country. 

The concluding passage in the statement 
of M. Moreau, the Governor, is much 
commented upon and deserves to be quoted 
textually. He said:— 

“The undoubted improvement in the 
financial situation must not blind us to the 
efforts still to be made in order to recover 
true monetary equilibrium. Of the total 
note ctreulation of about fifty-three 
milliard francs, over three-quarters are 
still guaranteed at present by our 
advances, direct and indirect, to the State, 
and are thus entirely outside the control 
of the Banque de France. There lies the 
profound cause of the depression and in- 
stability of the franc. 

‘So long as this circulation on the 
State account does not disappear, and is 
not replaced by a circulation integrally 
guaranteed by a metallic reserve and by 
commercial operations which constitute 
the normal guarantee of bank notes, the 
franc will remain exposed to alterations 
of weakness or renewed confidence and to 
the activities of speculators. 

“Only when the sum total of our 
fiduciary circulation, finally freed from 
the obligation of satisfying the noeds of 
the State, is guaranteed by liquid realis- 
able assets, will the Banque de France be 
able to exercise, in the interest of the 
money market, that regulating action 
which its statutes impose upon it.’’

THE BELFAST STEAMERS.

COAL VESSEL BUFFETED. 


The regular cross-Channel steamers, with 
the exception of the Ayr and Heysham boats, 
arrived well up to time at Belfast yesterday 
morning. 

The steamer Eveleen, 498 tons gross, was 
over twenty hours late in arriving from 
Garston with a cargo of coal, and the captain, 
(J. H. Bryan) described the gale as one of 
the worst that he had ever experienced, 

Despite the severe buffeting the steamer 
received, she bore little trace of the terrible 
weather. 

The weather was so bad by the time the 
Isle of Man was reached that the captain ran 
into Ramsey for shelter. 

Though the storm had somewhat abated 
before the master decided to continue the 
trip, the seas were such that the steamer 
was forced back twice before she could leave 
the shelter of Ramsay Bay. 

AN ADVENTUROUS VOYAGE. 

The ss. Dungeness, belonging to the St. 
Just Steamship Co., which experienced boiler 
trouble on a passage from Derry to Swansea, 
was berthed at the Alexandra Wharf, Belfast, 
on Thursday evening, after a most ad- 
venturous time. i 

The steamer, having discharged grain at 
Derry, left that port on Monday last, and on 
Tuesday morning the starboard boiler began 
to leak, while the tubes and plates became 
buckled: A south-easterly gale was blowing:

Naturally what is. offered to one 
Government cannot be withheld from the 
other, and in making a friendly offer in 
both places the British Government is at 
once indicating its neutrality between the 
warring parties, and proving its good-will 
towards China as a whole. 

That, at any rate,eis assumed to be the 
intention, but it may be taken as certain 
that the South will not be satisfied with 
anything likely to be conceded, while the 
North cares little about the Concessions, 
and is known to be because 
British: purse strings are not loosened in 
favour of the 
Bolsevism. 

The truth is (adds the Correspondent) 
that the British have allowed themselves 
to be hustled backward and forward in 
China so much lately that they cannot 
now do right, either in the eyes of the 
Chinese or of. those of the other Powers, 
which formerly were accustomed to follow 
its lead in China. 

Let it be hoped that indecision will no 
more be manifest. The policy now nailed 
to the mast of making all possible conces- 
sions compatible with legitimate British 
interests, and of preparing to defend what 
is vital, is the only one practicable in the 
present circumstances, and the only 
alternative to complete: surrender of the 
treaty position. 

The proposals made to the North are 
known to include: 


An offer to resign control of the British 
concession at Tientsin, subject, pre- 
sumably, to conditions guaranteeing. 
priva.e property, municipal loans, and 
matters of a similar nature, and ensur- 
ing practical governance in the future.

The British in Tientsin already know 
what is in store, and are “ biting hard on 
their bullets,’’ as they realise the drop in 
values which must ensue.

NEW PROPOSALS.

OFFER TO RIVAL CHINESE 
GOVERNMENTS. 
From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENTS. 
PEKING, Friday. 

Sir Miles Lanipson, British Minister, 
to-day handed Dr. Wellington Koo, the 
Chinese Prime Minister and Minister for 
Foreion ‘Affairs, far-reaching proposals 
similar to those which Mr. O’Malley, the 
British diplomatic representative in 
Hankow, is offering to Mr. Eugene Chen, 
the Cantonese Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. 

It is believed here that these proposals 
provide for the transformation of the 
British Concessions at Hankow and 
Tientsin into international] settlements, in 
which the Chinese would have a large 
voice in the municipal government and 
genera] control. 

The British new proposals will be pub- 
lished very shortly. 

Nothing official is obtainable regarding 
the proposals. It is believed that the 
British are willing virtually to give up 
the British Concessions, such as Hankow 
and Tientsin, and to substitute for them 
international settlements, in which the 
Chinese would have a very large voice on 
the Municipality. These territories would 
become, it is learned, something like the 
former German Concessions, but there 
would apparently be safeguards to ensure 
the efficient administration of the settle- 
ments and the adequatee representation of 
foreign interests on the Municipal 
Councils. 


BRITAIN’S NEW POLICY. 
SHANGHAI, Friday. 

A Japanese message from Peking states 
that Sir Miles Lampson, the British 
Minister, informed Chang Tso-lin and the 
Peking Government to-day that Great 
Britain had decided to put into operation 
its new policy regarding China, including 
the return of all Concessions and the recog- 
nition of tariff autonomy in China. 

It is also stated that he requested the 
Chinese Government to make preparations 
to take over the Concessions without delay. 
He did not, however, make any reference 
to the abolition of extra-territoriality. 

The message adds that a similar state- 
ment has been made to the Nationalist 
Government.

LEITRIM BANK. 


SHOTS EXCHANGED 
WITH DETECTIVES.

During a raid by a number of armed 
men on the branch of the Ulster Bank 
in Ballinamore, County Leitrim, early 
yesterday morning, shots were exchanged 
between a party of detectives and the 
raiders, and a man was shot dead.

Karly in the night the detectives saw 
four strange men going about the village, 
and they warned the manager of the Ulster 
Bank to ‘be careful of callers.

general consumption, and the public is deeply 
concerned in the truth which has come out in 
the course of the trial. Exploded as ' The 
Whispering Gallery’’ now is, the harm that 
has heen done has not been caught up. . Jn 
the first place, the chief victim of the book, 
Sir Rennell Rodd, is precluded, as he writes 
to us to-day, from seeking any redress for the 
trouble and annoyance to which he has been 
put. The extraordinarily crude tittle-tattle 
that the book contains about politicians and 
other prominent persons in England goes 
down even better in America, where these 
characters are relatively unknown, than ie 
would have gone down here but for an acci- 
dent. Those who are travestiod ia no 
means of protecting themselves beyond denials 
of specific allegations and the hope that 
ultimately, perhaps, even the Americans will 
see that they have been taken in.

SOLVING THE FARMER’S 
PROBLEM.

From OUR AGRICULTURAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 

“T cannot remember anything this 
Government has done which strikes so 
deeply at the root of the economic 
problem.” ; 

So said Dr. Kennedy, Secretary of th 
[rish Agricultural Organisation Society, 
yesterday, when discussing with me the 
vote passed by the Dail to provide loans 
for the erection of new creameries. 

A study of the butter trade to-day shows 
that a change in methods of production 
and marketing are essential if Irish butter 
is to obtain a strong position on the 
markets of the world. Rivals in the 
dairying industry have attained their 
present position by organisation and the 
adoption of up-to-date methods of manu- 
facture. The importance of these factors 
is now receiving tangible recognition from 
the Free State Government. 

For many years the need for combined 
production and marketing has been 
stressed by the I.A.0.S. The efforts of 
this organisation, though attended with a 
measure of success, were not so widespread 
as all lovers of progress would desire, and 
during the past eight or ten years the 
movement was almost at a standstill. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

By the passing of the Dairy Produce 
Act a new lease of life has been given to 
the butter-making industry in this 
country. Creamery butter must now be 
produced under conditions that satisfy in- 
spectors from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, and suppliers are obliged to forward 
their milk in clean cans. With the quality 
of butter levelled up and the enforcement 
of new regulations preventing the export 
of butter except from registered premises, 
the industry seems to be in a fair way of 
coing ahead strongly. | 

Efforts are now being made by the 
[.A.O.S., Im conjunction with the 
(‘reamery Managers’ Association of Ire- 
land, to organise a system of combined 
which will benefit every 
creamery participating. All butter pro- 
duced under this scheme will be marketed 
through a Central Board, and the fact that 
regular supplies can be guaranteed will be 
a big point in its favour. 

Under existing arrangements there are 
200 people offering butter in a much con- 
tested market. Creameries compete against 
one another, and buyers frequently take 
advantage of this to depress prices. In 
addition to their ordinary work of attend- 
ing to butter production, creamery 
managers are obliged to spend much of 
their time watching the market and 
getting the best price possible. Up to the 
present the plan has worked fairly well, 
but it has not assisted the development of 


, . . "- 
dairying industry. 


CHANGE ESSENTIAL. 

Keen competition from abroad has made 
a change essential, and it is gratifying to 
find Mr. Hegarty, Setretary of the 
Creamery Managers’ Association, co- 
operating with the L.A.O.S. organisers in 
urging co-operative creameries to take part 
in the scheme. As a result of meetings 
held in different parts of the country, tie—. 
movement has been cordially supported, 
and it would seem that Irish creamery 
butter will in future take a leading place 
in cross-Channel markets, 

Buyers under this marketing scheme 
will be able to purchase as much high- 
class creamery butter as they want from 
one source—the Central Marketing Board 
—and it can be shipped in big quantities, 
thus enabling traders to secure special 
transit facilities and freights. 

An important point about the creamery 
loans scheme outlined by the Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture is that there are 
big areas in what have been classed dairy- 
ing -districts where home butter-making 


still goes on. During last year farmers

Some of these districts in the South 
have a tradition as dairying centres, 
while King's and Queen's Counties are 
apparently turning over from barley-grow- 
ing to dairying. The perpetuation o! 
the old tradition indicated economic ruin 
in non-creamery districts, amd it was to 
meet this situation that the Government 
arranged to provide funds, so that Irish 
produce might be fit to compete with its 
rivals in all parts of the world, 

Already, Dr. Kennedy stated, a large 
number of applications for the erection of 
creameries have been made under the 
Government loan scheme, and it is pro 
bable that from thirty-five to forty ol 
these will be granted. As a result, as 
many new creameries will be erected and 
ready for operation this year. Applica- 
tions for the erection of an auxiliary will 
be considered only in districts where there 
are from 500 to 600 dairy cows; while 
the erection of a churning centre will

MR,..McKENNA SUGGESTS 
~ REFORMS. 


SYSTEM TOO. RIGID. 
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The Right Hon. ‘Reginald McKenna, Chair- 
man of the Midland Bank, Ltd., in an address 
io the shareholders in London yesterday, 
suggested that certain reforms were needed in 
the Bank of England in order to help British 
trade. ' 

Why is it, he asked, that íor the past six 
years we have suffered from trade depression 
und unemployment of almost unparalleled 
severity, while America has enjoyed great and 
increasing prosperity ’ I cannot escape the 
conclusion that the monetary..element has 
been of deep importance. 

Since the autumn of 1921 there has been a 
great expansion in bank deposits in the 
United States. It will be found that the 
average total deposits of the reporting mem- 
ber banks of the Federal Reserve system rose 
from £2,860 millions for the twelve months 
ending November, 1922, to £3,751 millions for 
1925, an addition of no less than £891 
millions. — Over the same ‘period the total 
deposits of the ten. London clearing banks fell 
from £1,783.millions to £1,661 .millions, a 
decline of £122 millions. 

Those who think that any 
volume of money must be stigniatised as 
inflation will deubtless be alarmed by this 
zrowth of. credit in the United States; but, ti 
the supply of new money does mo more than 
keep pace with the,increase in production, 
there i, im fact, no inflation. whatever. We 
have to*distinguish clearly between inflationary 
and hon-inflationary growth inthe volume of 
credit, and tó do sq we must start with the 
quéstion of how additional mohey comes into 


being. ! eee * * lei 
PUBLIC POWERLESS. 

Apart from the action of a bank, the public 
in practice are powerless to increase or 
diminish permanently the total of money 
except by destroying their notes or sending 
them out of the country. The Government 
independently ' of action by the Bank of 
England, are no less passive than the public, 
We must, therefore, look to action by the 
banks, and particularly the Bank of England, 
the central institution, for the cause of 
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these movements, 

All banks, however, insist on maintaining 
a fairly regular proportion between their cash 
i and deposits, so that if we are to discover 
the real causes of fluctuation in the quantity 
of money we must, look for them in whatever 
produces variation in the total of bank. cash,

TOO RICGID, 

The bank itself, however, is governed by 
the terms of its constitution, and even such 
freedom for the exercise of policy as it 
mizht possess 1s in “oniiderable measure 
limited by the rigidity of its system. This 
is the point on which [ wish to lay emphasis 
to-day. 

It is not surprising, in view of the con- 
| ditions of our trade in recent years, that 
| Bank of England policy has for some time 
| been a matter of controversy. All parties 
acknowledge the principle that the governing 
factor in the exercise of monetary powers 
should be the needs of healthy and legiti- 
mate trade, but they do not agree as to the 
practicability or the method of securing, this 
result. Indeed, neither the critics nor the 
defenders of the present monetary system are 
all in agreement among themselves. If we 
were to label one party deflationist and the 
other inflationist we should do great injustice 
to many of the more sober disputants on 
both sides. 

The arguments against both inflation and 
deflation are sufficiently clear to make it evi- 
dent that our proper course is to have 
nothing to do with either. But it is not 
always easy to know when we are, in fact, 
inflating or deflating. 

Let me illustrate what I mean hy turning 
to the United States, where, as I have men- 
tioned already, the volume of money has ex- 
panded enormously in recent years. On the 
face of it, this might appear to be a case of 
inflation, but if we examine statistics of pro- 
duction over the same peridd we shall see 
that a very large increase has taken place in 
industrial output. As a result there has 
been no rise in prices and no inflation. 

Now, let me take another case, drawn from

BURY ST. EDMUNDS, Friday. 

Colonel Walter Guinness, Minister of Agri- 
culture, Speaking to-night at the annual 
dinner of the Bury St. Edmunds Branch of 
the National Farmers’ Union, said he realised 
the difficulties. from which they were suffer- 
ing, but he did not think that it was neces- 
sary for him to deal, with those difficulties, 
Naturatly they were present in his mind 
continually.

In the country as a whole, regarding bank- 
ruptcies as an important, test, the position 
had certainly improved.- He did not per- 
sonally believe that bankruptcy was a true 
indication, but he thought it was evident 
that the position of affairs, so far as bank- 
ruptcy could be taken as an indication, was 
‘shown to be much worse in the Eastern 
counties, in proportion to the number of 
farmers, than for the country as a whole. 

The Chairman, Colonel Long, had said 
that it was not bis responsibility to suggest 
what ought to be done, but rather to convey

THE POLITICIAN’S POWER.

“no politician”ean honestly pretend that it 
is in his power tu bring proaperity to agri- 
eulture.’’

SCHEME, CRITICISED BY

‘To-day’s issue of The Statist contains 
an admirable analysis; of the Free State 
Banking Commission’s recent report on 
“ Banking and Currency.’’ We append a 
series, of extracts, in which we have 
inserted cross-headings. 

In attempting to analyse the scheme one 
cannot help remarking at the outset that the 
Irish bankers, who were in a majority on the 
Commission, have managed to avoid making a 
sacrifice as regards their note issues. _ 

The only, portion of the bank-note issue 
surrendered is the securd portion, which not 
only gatries no profit, but Is a source of 
expense .(i.e., the present tax of 7s. per 
£100). 


Also, the banks are gratuitously benefited 
by an extraneous security for their notes, in 
the shape of the reserve .to be built up by the 
proposed Currency Commission. 

The soundness of the Irish banks is not 
called into question here. . . Noris there any 
overwhelming reason why the entire bank- 
note issue should be abolished. On the other 
hand, there is no reason why portion of it— 
and especially the fiduciary portion—should 
be retained, apart from the question of profit 
to the banks. ‘That profit, however, which 
will be about £240,000 gross annually, should 
properly go to the Government, The reten- 
tion of private bank-note issues is undeésir- 
able on general principles, and goes against 
the best modern practice. 

LEGAL TENDER. 

The Commission appear to have regarded 
the whole problem of legal tender as an un- 
mitigated nuisance. | 

The Commissioners have apparently exer- 
cised their whole ingenuity towards devising 
a legal tender that shall be for show rather 
than use—or abuse. 

The Commission have been influenced,. 
firstly, by a desire to prevent the possibility 
of a fluctuating exchange with Great Britain ; 
and, secondly, by anxiety to obviate any 
violent disturbance to the existing system, 
under which all obligations payable in Ireland 
are regarded unguestionably as British ster- 
ling obligations. 

As regards the first consideration, . the 
establishment of a central banking system 
would not necessarily mean a fluctuating 
exchange on London, especially if the ster- 
ling exchange standard were adopted. 

Even if the exchange argument is conceded, 
however, it.still remains true that a central 
banking system is designed to secure not 
merely the convertibility of the currency, but 
also—what is no less important—its elasticity, 
i.e., ita capacity for ready expansion in 
accordance with the legitimate. needs of 
business, 

As regards the second consideration, it does 
not seem to be frankly recognised that, by 
establishing Saorstát notes as the sole legal 
tender, to be guaranteed by the Free State 
Government alone, a new currency system 
will, in fact, be introduced just as much 
as if a central bank were established with a 
monopoly of the note issue. 


A UNIQUE SYSTEM. 

The proposed system is unique in the fol- 
lowing respects :— 

(1) The issuing authority will have the 
ower arbitrarily to refuse further supplies of 
fiat tender as soon as a certain limit has 
been reached. 

(2) The power of obtaining legal tender from 
the issuing authority will depend absolutely 
and exclusively on possession of the medium 
into which it is convertible. 

(3) The general public will have no right to 
obtain legal tender directly from the issuing 
authority. 

(4) Redemption of the legal tender notes 
can be démanded as a legal right only outside 
the national territory. 

As régards (1), it 1s obviously fundamental 
to. any system of legal ‘tender that the issuing 
authority should be conrpéiled at least to buy 
the monetary standard» without limit as 
regards quantity. 

he essence oí legal tender is that creditors 
are entitled to demand, and must accept, it 
in payment of ‘debts up to any amount. 
Under the proposed Free ‘State system, the 
public will hava a perfect right to refuse at 
any time to take ConsolidatedeBank Notes and 
to demand legal. tender notes instead, At the 
same time, the Currency Commission, which 
is independent of the Government, would have 
the power ‘to refuse further issnes of legal 
tender if a certain limit had already been 
reached. Admittedly, this anomaly would not 
show itself in normal circumstances, but this 
does not justify the anomaly. 

This power of limitation is the most serious 
flaw in the scheme from the practical point of 
view. Moreover, this power of limitation 13 
absolutely unnecessary. Not a single legal 
tender note can be issued in any case except 
£ for £ against British sterling; therefore, 
nothing less than gross mismanagement could 
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do something for agriculture which would not | latge the total on issue.

APPEAL TO PRIVY 
“COUNCIL. 
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From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

The Lord Chancellor, Viscount Haldane, 
Viscount Finlay, Viscount Dunedin, and Lord 
Shaw, sitting as a Judicial Committee of 
the Priv ouncil, to-day, continued the 
hearing of an appeal from an order of the 
Supreme Court ot the Irish Free State, dated 
April 1st, 1925, dismissing the action and 
reversing the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Meredith, dated July 18th, 1924, in the case 
of Wigg and Cochrane v. the Attorney 
General of the Irish Free State. 

Mr. A. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. James 
Henry again appeared for. the appellants. The 
Free State Attorney-General was representd 
by Mr. K. Overend, K.C,; Mr. Charles 
Bewley, K.C.; and Mr. Cecil Lavery. 

The appeal arises out of a dispute as to 
the basis upon which Civil Service super- 
annuation should be calculated under the 
Irish Treaty. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who had occupied the 
whole of the previous day's sitting in open- 
ing the case for the appellants, continued his 
address. He referred at length to the judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court, pointing out 
that Mr. Justice Johnston, who differed from 
his colleagues in their decision, had said that 
the principal matter involved in the action 
went far beyond the mere question of the 
exercise of discretion by the Ministry. 

The respondent, he said. claimed that the 
Minister had power to withhold compensation 
entirely from the appellants. at was a 
basic matter in respect of which, in his 
opinion, the appellants were entitled to a 
declaration from the High Court of the Free 
State, and he could no; help thinking that 
his view was very much more in consonance 
with the dignity, the prestige and the honour 
of the Free State than the view. put forward 
on behalf of the respondent—viz., that ques- 
tions in dispute as to the interpretation and 
scope of Article 10 should be left to be 
settled by diplomatic action. 

Mr. Henry followed on the same side, 
claiming that the appellants had statutory 
rights to sue, 
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KNOCKED OFF ENGINE BY 
SIGNAL,

The deceased lived with him, and 
gave his mother £2 a week. He was 25 years

Mrs. Agnes Leary said that the deceased 
man was her husband. She produced the 
marriage certificate, showing that they were 
married on the 29th July last at St. Peter's 
Church, Little Bray. Her people knew about 
the marriage. They had lived together some 
weeks at Westiand Row, but had been unable 
to get a house in town, and were looking out 
for one at Marino. She last saw her husband 
alive in the hospital. 

POSITION OF SIGNAL. 

Guard Patrick Hayes stated that he was in 
eharge of the 9.5 a.m. train on the 18th inst. 
The train came to a stop‘outside Dalkey, and 
the engine driver came down and told him 
that his mate had fallen off the engine. They 
searched for him, and found him under the 
footboard of the van, close tothe rails. As 
there was no, doctor on the train, they went 
on to Dalkey Station, and the witness had 
again started the train when Dr. Wright 
arrived and attended to the injured man. 
Leary was then taken to Kingstown, where 
an ambulance was in waiting. 

Patriek Burke, station master, Dalkey, said 
that when he was informed of the accident he 
immediately sent for Dr. Wright and tele- 
phoned íor the ambulance, : 

In reply to Mr. Bradley, the witness said 
that at the crossing of the points, 250 yards 
from Dalkey Station, there was a ground 
signal in the six-foot way, controlling the 
points. The signal was a lamp on a standard 
about 2 ft. 9 inches high. It was lighted at 
night. 

CHOKED SAND PIPE. 

John Hanney, driver of the train, said 
that at ten minutes to nine he examined the 
““sands ” of hig engine. The right one was 
not working satisfactorily.

IRISH MINER'S STORY. 


ACGIDENT WHILE SINKING 
A SHAFT. 


— 


‘Four men were killed and seven were 
seriously injured through an explosion at 
the bottom of a shaft, over two thousand 
feet deep, at the new SBetteshanger 
Colliery, about two miles from Deal 
(Kent) yesterday. Several of those work- 
ing in the shaft at the time received minor 
in} urigs. 

The twenty-two men of the day shift 
were commencing the work of deepening 
the shaft by the light of a powerful 
electric lamp, when the drill encountered 
an unexploded charge, and there was a 
loud explosion, and huge pieces of stone 


were thrown upwards. 
FOUR DEAD. 

Three men were killed instantly. 
were— 

William George Terry, 22, of Hillside road, 
Dover; 

Richard Maloney, of 
Great Mongeham; and 

James Renffrey, Cymmer, Port Talbot. 

A fourth man, James Terry, chargeman, of 
Manor road, Deal, died on the way to the 
hospital. Seven were conveyed to the War 
Memoria! Hospital at Deal, after receiving 
first aid at the colliery. 

From the miners’ cottages at Betteshanger 
the wives and children of miners rushed to 
the shaft head when they heard the explosion, 
and'-a cage containing a rescue party was 


lowered, 
IRISH MINER'S STORY. 

Tim Regan, a young Irish miner, who had 
a rib broken, gave an account of the accident. 

‘We had replaced the night shift,” he 
said, ‘‘ at seven o clock, and were starting to 
bore further down to the circular shaft. 
Above our heads was suspended a big power- 
ful electric globe, by which we could see to 
work, and the “ hoppit,’’ which lets us up 
and down, and takes up the muck that we 
dig out, was at the top of the shaft. 

“*'We were then about nine hundred yards 
down. There was a small heap of débris 
near the wall at one point, and beside this 
some of us started to dig a hole for the 
insertion of a charge to loosen more stuff 
under us, so that we could dig the shaft 
deeper. | 

“We were only starting, of course; later we 
would have cleared out to the surface before 
setting off a charge, which would have had 
to be put in. 

" A drill was being used near the much 
heap. Hight under it there was suddenly a 
great explosion, but I saw no flash. ‘The pit 
was filled almost at once with black dust, 
and big stones were cast high up the shaft. 
I was hit on the hip with one and floored; 
but before 1 fell I saw dimly that others 
were knocked down, and I heard screams of 
pain. It was several minutes before I came 
to my senges on the ground, and then I rose 
and knocked for the “ hoppit ” to be sent 
down.

AN OLD CHARGE. 

"They had heard the row at the top, how- 
ever, and the “‘ hoppit’’ came down almost 
at once with people to help us. ‘he dead 
and most seriously injured were taken up 
first, and then we all cleared out. The drill, 
1 am sure, must have struck an old charge 
that had not gone off before. Charges have 
been used regularly for some time, though 
none were actually fired yesterday. 

The shaft in which this happened was 
Number 2, or the outcast shaft. Naas 1, 
the incast one, has been sunk to about 
the same depth. I believe we were only to 
go about a hundred feet deeper, and they 
would be finished in four or five months. 

““ We passed several seams of coal on the 
way down, and it would be the lowest, of 
course, that would be worked first.” 

Benjamin Thomas, who received injuries to 
his head and arms, but was able to go home, 
said that he thought that his life was saved 
by the fact that he was bending down over 
the drill when the explosion occurred, for 
the pieces of rock and stones shot upwards 
away from him. 

The Betteshanger Colliery is part of the 
extensive Kent coalfield which is being de- 
veloped by Pearson and Dorman Long and 
Company.

The American system has been framed to 
suit modern conditiens, and in fixing reserve 
requirements.the development of deposit batk- 
ing has been duly recognised.

GANGER CONVICTED. 


At the end of a two days’ hearing, William 
Doyle, Kilcoole, ganger on the Great Southern 
Railway, was found guilty at, Wicklow Circuit 
Court westerday of the armed robbery, from 
Joseph Robinson, ganger, of £47 odd. the 
property of the company, near Newcastle, on 
Friday, the 26th November last. 

There was a strong. recommendation to 
mercy by the jury on account of the previous 
good character of the accused, who was said 
to have turned 50 years of age, and the Judge 
said that he would take this recommendation 
into consideration, anf also what his counsel!

Tt may freely be admitted that as regards 
convertibility of the legal tender notes the 
proposed system is as fool-proof as is humanly 
possible. The trouble is that this condition 
is being secured te the exclusion of other 
essentials. 

We.are not suggesting that the system is 
unworkable. On the contrary, it should work 
smoothly, provided some of the outstanding 
defects are removed. 


SOME NECESSARY POINTS. 

Probably the report itself aims at nothing 
more than a general framework, leaving the 
precision as tegards details to the framers of 
the bill. Interpreting the report in this 
spirit, we would draw attention, in con- 
clusion, to the main points which in our 
opinion the bill should secure :— 

(1) It should be made compulsory on the 
Currency Commission to issue legal tender 
against units of the.monetary standard (i.e., 
British sterling) up to any amount. 

(8) “ Extraordinary issues” of currency 
should be in the form of legal tender notes 
and not fiduciary bank notes. | 

(5) Provision should be made for the issue 
of a certain percentage oí the legal tender 
notes against Irish Government. securities, 
first-class bills, or other liquid obligations of 
the hanks’ customers. This percentage need 
not: be large enough to endanger converti- 
bility ; even a small percentage would secure 
the necessary elasticity in the currency and 
present the possibility of a serious deflation 
crisis. 

{4) “he general public. should have the 
right. of obtaining legal tender notes against 
sterling legal tender (and vice versa), within 
defined rates, directly from the Currency 
Commission. 

(5) The “Currency Commission should be 
obliged to effect conversion into sterling on 
demand in Dublin. 

(6) The banks should be obliged to convert 
their own notes into Saorstat notes on de- 
mand at par at all their branches open for 
business | 

(7) Owing to the presenee oí three repre- 
‘sentatives of the banks on the Currency Com- 
mission, the Commission should have as little 
discretionary power as possible in deciding as 
to the securities offered against bank note 
issues.. The nature of the securities should 
he’ fairly rigidly defined in advance, while 
the bankers on the Commission should have 
ne nght-to inspect banks* portfolios. 

These. defects have en gratuitously 

rafted on to the general scheme, and it 
should be possible to remove them. without 
difficulty. ‘By far the most important is the 
power to be given to the Currency Commis- 
sion to refuse further issues of legal tender 
‘when a certain hmit—altogether too low—has 
been reached. This power of limitation is in- 
defensible, dangerous, and quite unneces- 
sary.
